Throngs Attend San Francisco Mass
Meeting—Head of Government
Is Openly Called Traitor.

—_—

San Franciseo—The Chinese quarter
bere has gone on record as being not
only opposed to the change of China’s
form of government from & republie to
s monarchy, but determined to fight
the proposed change in the affairs of
the Flowery Kingdom.

A mass meeting to protest against
Yuan Shi Kal's decision to accept the
crown was called by Tong King Chong,
prosident of the Chinese Republic as-
sociation and s former member of the
Chineso senste, The time for the
meeting found the Chinese quarter
ablaze, the meeting place
and hundreds outaide chattering exeit-
edly and pressing in a vain effort to
enter the overflowing hall,

The overflowing sudience broke u
into a series of mass meetings and at
every eorner orators sang of the
of republican governments and hurl
verbal bombs at the head of Yuan
Kal, who was variously denounced ss
s traitor to Chins and the tool of

Japan.

““We will ight and die for our coun-
try,” declared Tong King Chong, ad-
dressing the mass meeting. “Yuan
Shi Kal has. violsted his oath and
proved a traitor to the  comstitution.
The Chinese republic must eontinue.

%

It was decided at the mass meeting
to solict subscriptions from Chinese
in all parta of the world to finance a
revolution which would bave as ita ob-
ject the permanent establishment of
the Chinese republic. Before the
meeting was over a large sum was
subscribed, not only by those present
but by Chinese who had been unable to
geot in, and who announced their sub-
scriptions by telephone.

1t was also decided to petition Presi-
dent Wilson that inasmuch as the Uni-
ted States had been among the first to
recognize the Chinese republic, its
recognition should be withheld from
the restored monarehy.

No intel-
ligent scheme of world building, Do
readjustment of countries or of boun-
daries, no raclal conquest could minl-
mize the Importance of the spols
whereon Guayaquil and New York
stand. These spots are internztional
commerclal nodes, such because the
conformation of the oceans and ths
continents being what it is, at these
points the lines of travel meet and
cross. But more than this it i{s here
that the lands and the seas join on
terms of the greatest mutual advan-
tage in all that goes to pay tribute
to man's commercial activities, says
the Bulletin of the Pan-American
Union.

Guayaquil has all the natural ad-
vantages. It is at the meeting of the
sea routes, Only San Francisco and
Panama zlong the whole Pacific coast
of North and South America can rival
it in this respect. But the three oc-
cupy separate gpheres and so are not
rivals in any sense. Guaysquil is on
the only navigable river from middle
California to Cape Horn, and this riv-
er, or rather fluvial system, furnishes
highways to all parts of a large and
compact area of the most fertile ané
productive agricultural lands in west-
ern South America, an_area of ap-
proximately 14,000 square miles. Down

Gulf of Guayaqull.

The Gulf of Guayaquil is the largest
opening along the whole west coast of
South America. It is shaped nearly
like an equilateral triangle with one
tip bent. The straight side, running
nearly north and south, extends about
140 miles from Cape Blanco in Pern

haps more properly speaking a small
archipelago named the Estero Salado,
the Salt Estuary. It is about twice as
extensive ns the Quayas delta but
drains a smaller territory, not count-
ing the rivers above Guayaquil. These
are the maln wsterways, but in addl-
tion scores of lesser rivers and creeks
flow directly into the Gulf of Guays-
quil. Many of these lesser rivers come
down from the high mountains lying
lmmadhulytnmull.toﬂtmmh
remembered that the Gulf of Guaya-
quil at the point where the tip begins
to turn up reaches inland almost to
the high Andes.

The city of Guayaquil and the les-
ger port is situated about 23 miles up
the Guayas river at a point where
this river divides into two main
branches, both coming down from
the north, the Daule and the Bodegas.
Above Guayaqull these two rivera
each divide and subdivide into innu-
merable branches running out fanlike.
So that the Guayas river gystem 18
shaped somewhat like an hourglass
but with the one end many times
larger than the other, Guayaquil is at
tha neck of the hourglass, where the
main stems of the Daule and the
Bodegas join to form the Guayas. But
almost Immediately as it fiows south
the GQuayas begins to divide and re-
divide Into a delta flowing into the
closed4n end of the gull. What we
have e¢alled the second delta is per-

and refused assoclation. No boycott
{s more complete or more merciless
than the boycott of quarantine, and
quarantine against Guayaquil is
pearcely ever lifted. Ecuadorians have
complalned and do yet  complain

against what they term the injustice

of the permanent guarantine. They
point out that where for periods of six
months or more there has been no
case of yellow fever or plague at
Guayaquil, yet there has been no re-
laxing of the quarantine regulations.

Plans and projects for a compre-
hensive scheme of sanitation for Guay-
aquil have been made and elaborated
for over G0 years, but the really sclen-
tific work of Investigation does not
date back farther than about 15 years
ago, although the river was dredged
and the city supplied with a water
system in 1870. These investigations
culminated over a year ago in a con-
tract with J. G. White & Co. for the
comprehensive sanitation of Guayas-
quil, including dralnage and water
supply.

St. James of Guayaquil—Santiago
de Guayaquil—to give the city its full
title, waa founded on St. James' day,
July 25, 1631, by Sebastian de Benal-
cazar. It was declared a clty four
years later, but was abandoned and
restored in 1637 by Francisco de Orel
lang. In its earliest history it suffered
much from attacks of buccaneers and
pirates, and has been on several occs-
glons more or less destroyed by fire,
